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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a solid oxide fuel cell having 
a ferritic stainless steel substrate having a porous region and a non-porous region, and 
above said porous region of the ferritic stainless steel substrate is located a fuel cell 
assembly and on the opposite side of the porous ferritic stainless steel substrate is 
located a ferritic stainless steel bipolar plate that is sealingly attached to the non-porous 
region of the ferritic stainless steel substrate. 

The closest prior art of Jaffrey discloses a porous conducting layer of stainless 
steel in contact with an aluminum or ferritic stainless steel bipolar plate. The reference is 
silent to the porous conducting layer having a non-conducting region and to the porous 
conducting layer being in sealing attachment to the bipolar plate.
